Specific charges of interference 
with tile administration of an 
act of 
congress were filed at W ashington a 
few day** ago by Senator Nelson on 
behalf of Senator Clapp, 
against 
Major Scott of the Leech Lake 
In ­ 
dian reservation, well known in 
this 
t 
city. 
W hen Major Scott was in 
\\ ash- 
ington it was reported that ho made 
a 
strong 
statement 
to Secretary 
Hitch cock anti the Indian 
commis­ 
sioner, alleging that certain provis­ 
ions of the act providing for the ces­ 
sion of a portion of the 
Ped 
Lake 
lands were unfair to the Indians. He 
protested against giving the state of 
Minnesota the school 
lands 
in 
the 
eleven townships to be ceded 
under 
tile a ft, twenty-two sections in all, 
va ms! at approximately $5(),tMiO. Hi* 
stated that in his opinion there was 
no jus ti fie ition whatever for giving 
the st ,te these lands 
w hen the su­ 
preme court had decided that it was 
not entitled to any lands in 
the 
In ­ 
dian reservations under tile 
school 


g ran t. 
In his presentation to the presi­ 
dent, M r. 
Clapp alleged that* the 
province of an Indian agent, m ilitary 
or civilian, is to administer the laws 
of congress as he finds them and not 
to criticise them nor impede their 


action in any way. 
He protests against 
Major Scott 
being allowed to advise the Indians 
about the acceptance or rejection of 
the act of congress. 
Indian Corn- 
I mission!*r .Tones was called 
to the 
W h ite Hous* to confer 
with 
the 
I president about the matter and Major 
! Scott will be asked for an ex plana* 
I tion. 
Before Major Scott left 
Washing* 
I ton he stated that all he 
wanted 
to 
have done by the agent 
of 
the de­ 
partm ent who presented the revised 
agreement to the Indians was to have 
I bim explain every detail 
to them 
with a statement of how th** changes 
I would utTect them. 
He stated al«o 
that he had no intention of advising 
the Indians to reject the 
treaty be­ 
cause of the grant to the stat**, but 
as he considers it to be his duty to 
protect the Indians as far as he can 
in his capacity as agent, 
he insists 
that they shall know all their rights 
in relation to the proposed cession. 
As has been stated 
in dispatches 
before, Indian 
Commissioner Jones 
agrees w ith Major Scott in so far as 
he insists upon a full explanation of 
the proposed agreement to 
the 
In ­ 
dians before they accept it. 
Hut he 
lielieves that the Indians 
should be 
left free to accept or reject 
it after 
such explanation has been made. 
It 
will be recalled that the original 
agreement called for a cash payment. 
of t i , Ooh,OOO to the Indians for their 
lauds. 
Under the propose*! agree­ 
ment the land is to be sold at public 
auction at not less than $4 
an acre, 
and it is said that it will sell for be­ 
tween to and $10 an acre, in which 
event the Indians will get a larger 
sum than they first agreed to se I for. 
Commissioner Jones believes that 
if 
tin* sum realized from the sal** under 
the amended agreement equals that 
under the old, the Indians should be 
satisfied.
